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Xm At tbia aasslon attention vis focused on the oircomstancas sar«* 
roondlng CC-2'S|r€paratioxi of monthly political sunnarias for Willi 
Hoattl, and sxtanalTa querying in this regard brought the disclosure that 
early In 19$2 Hoettl loomed CC-2 ti^t he had been design afced the Aus» 
trian repressntatlye of the Deutsche SoljUiten ZeltiTO * Since Hoettl felt 
uj^alifled to fulfill this asslgnsent aTone^ he bffwed to share his 
salary with C02 if the latter agreed to prepare a monthly poUtloal 
situation. suBonary on Aust^an affairs* CC-»2 readily accepted the offer « 
and a 600' schilling monthly enoluiaent vas agreed i^>on for this service. 
CC-2 insists that hs eonpleted his summaries after rsTiewlng the )^enna 
and^Salsburg press and adding some of his ovn ideas on political trends 
and sometimes making recfimnendations for improvements vblch vers retired 
on the local political scene. He didn<t consider that aiy of these re- 
ports contained classified Information and insisted that none of tha^ data 
incorporated v^ vittingly extracted ttca reports idiich cans to him in 
conjunction vlth his vcrk for Grossbahn. He confessed that on only one 
occasion Was be avare that information from a summary vas published In 
the Soldaten Zeltung and admitted that almost f^cm the beginning he had 
surmis^ that ihe imnartea vere designated for a recipient other than the 
paper's editorial staff. His guess vas that they nent to the Austrian 
desk of the Bonn Qoveronent and vas pleased to think that his reports vere 
helping to give the Oemians a true picture of Austrian poll ties and ho 
vas thus helping to cement proper Austro-German relationships « 



2. In July 1952 CC-2 learned that Kernnayer had intrigued against 
Hoettl and managed to pull the nevspapsr assignment avay from the latter. 
Notwithstanding thle knovledgOi CG-2 eontlaied to submit his reports to 
Hoettl and vas compensated for then through August. Tbsrsafter he continued 
to provide Hoettl with the summaries gratis^ prompted by a feeling of ob- 
ligation and because of his friendship for Hoettl, and because of the fact 
that be scrutinised the press dally and prepared political summaries as an 
avocation and in order to keep himself abreast of the local political scene. 

He sav no reason for not continuing to transmit hie product to Hoettl even 
though he vas no longer on the latter's payroll* f 
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3* CC«2 did not report ttala pbaso of hia relations vitb Hoottl to 
OroMbshn boouiso ho vas sfiraid that the latter would not ipproYe of their 
ooUaboration* Am • result » bo said that his eonsolenoe bothered him on 
this sooro and be found himself in a quandrj, tom between his professional 
Iqfaltj to Qrossbahn and his derotlon as a Mend to Roettl, He said that 
he bad reaohed an ispasse in this respect and that this state of affaire 
was deoiflTa in making him deoide to pull up stakes here end more on to 
Qemafl9^« 



b* C(M considered it incredible that what he regarded as routine 
overt politlosl reporting should bs msiPAisMl br the ultimate recipient in 
OoemaiQr as first-rate infomation* C ^ ointad out that Hoettl had 
doped CCi^ in this regard and that he bad also lied to him abMt his iiw 
with high-ranking ofHeials of tbs American intelligence ssrrlce; 
lhrtbsnore> that Hoettl is an intelligence Hop who had sunk te the gutter 
of tho goto and might drag CO^ down with him if the latter did not open 
hie ^ee* CO-2 was evidently impressed tor these 'revelations and behaved 
liira a repentant sdioolbogr^ volunteering to break off his ties with 
BoeiU. 

Bapeated croos-exsminatlon failed to budge 00-2 firom the pramise 
that he did not divulge details of his woric for Qrossbahn to Hoettl or 
aipwo else# although he did acknowledge discussing the subject in a 
gehwalised wgf with Hoettl on an occasion when Hoettl sounded off r^ 
gardlng his servioo for CXC at Lambaoh.

?• CC-2 re ss mhered that tie was introdaced to Hany Mast bj Hoettl in 
a Bad XscU cafe in 29$2 and that he also happened to meet Mast tj ooi&- 
ddaoee on two oooasions thereafter^ wtien the two were pasaengars on the 
sswe train* Be avowed that he never discussed intelligence mattars with 
Hast and Isft the impression that he considered the latter to be a rela^ 
tlvelx cbsraeterlees lndlvi<fcial« 

6* 0&-2 daaded that he htd ever net cr heard of Karl Haas* He lik^ 
wise denied that hs had ever met Theodore Albert* 

9« He inslstod that ho had never divulged information on his carriage 
test to anpooe but co^Med th^ he had diseossed the lie detector as such 
In general teims withA)A Ottp^^ohnlmalster and Hoettl* In the latter 1^ 
stance he afflsmed that Hoettl bad introduced the subject on the basis of 
his knodedgo of the maohins that hs had seen at the Lanbach dC office*

U« CC*2>8 relations with Taras BoredaJkevjrct date back to their 
unlversltor days at Vienna in 193^ - 1937* It was BorodaJkeHycs who ^tro- 
duced CC-2 to HoettX in 1933 and paved the way lor the latter to arrange 
for 00-2*8 reins tatonent as a Journalist in the Nasi press association* 

In the post-W W II period he has seen Borodajkeuycs frequently and recalled 
that he bad prepared reports for Qrossbahn on Borodajkeiiyce's affUlation 
with the Soviets and on his suspicion that Borodajkeuycs was working for 
the Bussian intelUgenoe service*
